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Arsonists torch 
two horseboxes

HORSEBOXES were 
targeted by arsonists 
at a yard in New¬ 
market. 

Seven of the fleet of 12 
boxes belonging to 
Newmarket Racehorse 
Transport were attacked 
- and two worth about 
£100,000 were written off. 

The two boxes were burned 
out and have been written off, 
while the seats were slashed on 
three more and a petrol-like 
substance was poured on, but 
the criminals did not succeed 
in setting them alight. 

The locks on the two 
remaining boxes in the yard in 
Cricket Field Road were 
targeted by the vandals, but 
they did not manage to get in 
during the attack between 
10.30pm and 11.30pm last 
Wednesday at the yard near 
New Cheveley Road. 

Valuables, including change, 
sunglasses and coats, were left 
in the horseboxes, but were 
untouched by the arsonists. 

Peter King, 47, director of 


NRT, which has been in 
existence for more than two 
decades, said: “I was just a bit 
of a shock; we wouldn’t know 
who (would have done it) or 
any reason for it. 

“We lost two and they tried to 


do a further three, but by the 
grace of God nothing 
happened.” 

He said to replace the 
horseboxes with second-hand 
ones would cost nearly 
£100,000, but to buy new 


models could cost double that 
amount. 

He said: “It’s not like tools 
you can get back tomorrow and 
buy them off the shelf - you 
can’t just produce a horsebox, 
they have to be made. They are 


a specialist tool - if you don’t 
have any boxes, you don’t have 
a business.” 

But the eight-strong staff 
have refused to let the incident 
put them off their stride and 
the business has remained 
open. 

Mr King emphasised how 
overwhelmed he had been with 
the many messages of support 
and offers of help which had 
flooded in from different 
quarters following the attack. 

He said: “There’s not a lot 
anyone can do, but it’s just nice 
they have taken time to phone 
up and offer any help.” 

The vehicles have remained 
in the yard, and Mr King said 
the concern the arsonists could 
strike again was lingering in his 
mind. He said: “You have 
always got that fear in mind, 
but hopefully not.” 

He said NRT will work with 
other horse transport firms, 
which he thought might be 
worried about suffering a 
similar attack. 

Newmarket police have 
appealed for anyone with 
information about the crime to

Safety concerns forced

Stevens’ Windmill, a grade II* - 
listed building built around 
1820, to close its doors to the 
public two years ago, and it was 
placed on the Buildings at Risk 
Register last luly. 

The mill’s cap, which should 
turn so the sails can catch the 
wind, has jammed and water is 
leaking through it and 
damaging the exterior plaster 
and mechanism inside, and 
two of the four sails are 
missing. 

External plaster repaired in a 
manner out of keeping with the 
historic mill also needs to be 
replaced. 

Sara Brown, administrator at 


Burwell Museum - who put the 
project team’s ideas onto paper 
for the application - said the 
proposals would also allow the 
museum to employ a full-time 
volunteer coordinator, develop 
its educational offering and the 
way its content is presented to 
visitors. 

Paul Hawes, chairman of the 
trustees of Burwell Museum, 
said: “We are delighted to hear 
that our project has received a 
first-round pass and are very 
hopeful we can develop the 
project to achieve a full grant 
from HLF” 

Robyn Llewellyn, head of 
HLF East of England, said: “We 
at the Heritage Lottery Fund 
are delighted to be able offer 
Burwell Museum support in 
developing their plans to 


restore Stevens’ Windmill. 
Alongside the conservation 
works, this project proposes to 
transform the visitor 
experience at the museum, 
creating new opportunities for 
more people to learn about and 
explore the heritage of Burwell 
and the surrounding area. 

“There is still work for the 
trust to do in developing their 
plans, but HLF will be offering 
them full support in taking 
their application forwards.” 

The project will proceed with 
piecemeal funding if the bid is 
unsuccessful. 

The museum is holding its 
first consultation session about 
the plans today, between 2pm 
and 5pm.

THOUSANDS of pounds have been 
raised by a Newmarket fete organised to 
tackle cot death following the loss of a 
seven-week-old baby boy in March. 

Cheryl Scotland-Wigg, 33, was so 
affected by what the family of baby 
Brandon Farrant was going through that 
she decided to stage a fete to raise 
money for the Foundation for the Study 
of Infant Deaths (FSID), a charity 
supported by her friend and the little 
boy’s mum, Clare Farrant. 

The event, staged at the Severals in 
Newmarket on Sunday saw hundreds of 
people turn out in the sunshine to take 
turns on a bucking bronco, roll around in 
zorb balls and pelt good sports, 
including John Berry, the trainer, with 
wet sponges in the stocks. 

A charity auction raised hundreds of 
pounds, including one lot of a signed 
picture of top jockeys including Kieren 
Fallon, Frankie Detorri and Richard Hills 
dressed like the Rat Pack, which raised 
about £235. 

Money from the day is still rolling in. 


Mrs Scotland-Wigg said she expects to 
have raised at least £4,500, and hopes BP 
will match her final total. 

She admitted she could not believe the 
numbers of people who had come along 
and said it had gone as well as she had 
dreamed it would, adding the purpose of 


the event was to raise money to fund 
research into cot death and to raise 
awareness about the condition. 

She said: “I really hope it kind of 
drummed into people about the 
awareness of cot death, that’s the main 
thing, it’s the reason we did it.”

The alarm was raised 
at 2.22am, and two 
appliances were sent 
to Brewers Lane, 
where they found the 
car well alight. 
Firefighters used two 
breathing apparatus 
and water fog to 
extinguish the blaze.

Mr Mahony, who lives at the 
stud, said he had initially been 
uncertain about asking for 
money for something he does 
frequently. He said: “I was only 
going to do it for a bit of fun, but 
Helena at the Cock Inn decided 
that it would be a good idea to 
do it for charity and it just 
seemed like the right thing to 


do. I was telling people jokingly 
that I was going to be a jump 
jockey again -1 suppose I was a 
jump jockey for the day.” 

In addition to raising money 
for the racing charity, he hopes 
his personal battles will help 
troubled stable lads to stay 
positive. 

Mr Mahony was diagnosed 
with a non-cancerous tumour in 
his pituitary gland in 2000. 

While he is still on medication 
11 years later, he was able to 


get back into skydiving in June 
last year, and has already done 
more than 50 jumps since then.

It all came together at church 


Sir, I write to you in response to the 
recent deeply worrying events in 
London and a few other parts of the 
country. I am a well-educated, 
middle-aged, middle-class woman 
with two sons and a grandson all in 
their 20 s, and I would like my views 
heard and, hopefully, shared. 

No-one could ever rightly condone 
the mob actions of that week. 
Burning people’s homes and putting 
lives at risk is appalling. Damaging or 
stealing the possessions of others is 
quite unacceptable. 

These alarming events, which were 
shocking yet not wholly surprising, 
are not, as some may claim, 
completely beyond comprehension; 
there are reasons for this violent 
outburst which are identifiable and 
must be addressed. The same 
reasons no doubt apply to a great 
extent to the 'opportunist criminals’ 
who came in from other areas to join 
the affray, and to those who would 
never instigate a riot but who got 
caught up in the mood of the 
moment and joined in. 

The events have also been repeatedly 
referred to as ‘mindless vandalism’, 
implying lack of intellect and 
intelligence. Where, when and how 
have these young people had their 
intellect and intelligence nurtured 
and developed? Many come from 
discordant, unhappy, fragmented 
families; they have been 
psychologically damaged; their lives 
have been impoverished; their 
statutory right to an ‘appropriate 
education’ has been denied them; 
they have no acknowledged voice 
and no prospects for betterment. 
These young people have no choice 
but to be surrounded by media 
telling them that they deserve certain 
things, implying they have a right to 
certain things, that possessing 
certain things is a ‘norm’ for 
everyone. They have even been set 
the example that it is OK just to take 
what you want by whatever means: 
MPs misappropriate public money to 
acquire stuff that they want, ie to 
steal what they fancy having; the 
police act beyond the law and 
attempt to cover up their 
transgressions; and parts of the press 
resort to illegal and dishonourable 
tactics to acquire what they want. 
Already wealthy bankers play ultra- 
risky games with other people’s 
money, wiping out their investments 
and security, then are rewarded 
whilst the public are expected to 
cover the losses; and unethical 
companies avoid tax payment and 
increase the burden of cost on the 
public. 

Social unrest and disturbance are 
signs that something is wrong. 
Increasing police numbers, 
introducing even more restrictive 
laws, and demonising the sections of 
society involved will not right any 
wrongs, merely compound them and 
increase the likelihood of further 
troublesome disruption. 

We cannot condone what has 
happened, but we must not react to 
these events only with swingeing 
condemnation and threats of severe 
punishment - ‘the full force of the 
law’. We must understand and 
acknowledge the underlying issues 


that led to this horrifying and 
violent outburst; and we must 
address those problems, in a 
constructive and humane way, as a 
matter of urgency. 

We ignore them at our peril. 

My sons’ and my grandson’s 
generation will, undoubtedly, be 
confronted with huge economic, 
social and environmental 
challenges. I doubt their lives will 
be easy. We must invest in all of 
their generation to prepare them to 
deal with these challenges in the 
most effective and holistic way in 
order that they may survive with 
some quality of life and a greater 
sense of co-operation and peaceful 
co-existence.

seatbelt offences. Last year, 
20 people died on Suffolk’s 
roads and in six of these 
incidents speeding was 
identified as being a 
contributory factor. 

In 2009, speeding was a 
contributing factor in half of 
road deaths in the county. 

Reducing the number of 
people killed or seriously 
injured on Suffolk’s roads is a 
priority for Suffolk police. 
Officers are aiming to 
highlight dangers of speeding 
and the consequences that 


driving above the limit can 
have through education and 
enforcement, meaning moto¬ 
rists are more likely than ever 
to be caught when driving at 
excessive speeds. 

Motorists caught speeding 
will face a £60 fixed penalty 
notice and three points on 
their licence. 

Certain offences could see 
drivers taken to court, where 
they may face larger fines 
and disqualification from 
driving. 

Chf Insp Adrian Dawson, 
head of roads policing for 
Suffolk, said: “Driving at 
excessive speeds is a 
contributing factor in a large 


number of road traffic coll¬ 
isions and people who speed 
need to realise that they are 
not only putting their lives at 
risk but also the lives of other 
road users. 

“You can greatly reduce the 
chances of doing serious 
harm if you are travelling at 
the speed limit designated 
for the road you’re travelling 
on. 

“Reducing speeding in the 
county remains a priority 
throughout the year, and 
through both education and 
enforcement we will 
continue to target motorists 
who feel they are above the 
law and put others at risk.”

Council facing £43k bill for illegal building work probe 


COUNCIL tax-payers have been left facing 
a £43,000 bill over illegal work on a listed 
building carried out by a company which 
has gone into liquidation. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard on Monday 
that Springbarn Developments Ltd of Great 
Bradley, which two years ago was turning 
over £1 million a year, had gone into 
liquidation in fune owing far more than the 
value of its assets. 

The company was prosecuted in relation 
to work on a grade Il-listed former farm 
building at The Stables, Gulling Green, 
near Bury St Edmunds, which between 


September and November 2009 was being 
converted into a house. St Edmunsbury 
Borough Council spent £35,000 on 
investigating and a further £8,000 in legal 
fees in connection with the case. 

Despite hearing of the company’s 
liquidation, fudge Peter Thompson said he 
was obliged to impose a fine and order the 
payment of costs to the council, even 
though there was no prospect of a single 
penny ever being paid. He imposed a 
£5,000 fine, plus £10,000 towards costs. 

Hugh Rowlands, prosecuting, said that 
the cow shed was a “rare survivor” among 


buildings of its kind and while dating from 
around 1800, included medieval and Tudor 
timbers from a former farmhouse that 
once stood on the site. Ancient timbers 
had been removed, disposed of and 
replaced with new wood, using joints that 
were not in keeping with the age of the 
structure. 

Directors of Springbarn claimed that 
they had only been following instructions 
from the architect overseeing the project. 
The company pleaded guilty to carrying 
out unauthorised work on a listed 
building, but was not represented in court.

ACE 
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Mum Mandy 
tells of her 22 
cardiac arrests 
in four hours 


w=r 

Hague felt an 
excruciating pain 
pierce her body. 
Unable to move, the 
34-year-old was in 
absolute agony 


Though she didn’t know 
it, the mum-of-two was 
about to have a major 
heart attack; over the next 
four hours, she suffered a 
terrifying 22 cardiac 
arrests. 


“It sounds ridiculous, 
but it felt like someone 
had got a huge sword and 
driven it right through me 
and into the mattress. The 
pain was indescribable: it 
was literally pinning me to 
the bed,” remembers 
Mandy. 

“It was about lam. I 
managed to nudge Ian, 
my husband, and wake 
him. He took one look at

me - apparently I was grey 
and dripping with sweat - 
and phoned an 
ambulance.” 

The last thing Mandy 
remembers is descending 
the stairs and being 
helped aboard the 
ambulance; after that, it’s 
all a blur. 

“The only thing I can 
recall is coming to at one 
point and asking where 
my slippers were: I’d only 
just bought them and they 
got lost somewhere along 
die line,” laughs Mandy. 

“But, seriously, I look 
back and feel incredibly 
lucky to have made it - 
and eternally grateful to 
the medical staff who 
saved me. I fladined 22 
times and they never gave 
up on me; they 
resuscitated me every 
time. If it wasn’t for them, I 


wouldn’t be here.” 

It is almost 10 years 
since Mandy’s heart attack 
and, to mark the 
milestone, the 44-year-old 
is planning a celebration: 
a day-long fundraiser at 
the Melbourn craft store 
she runs with elder 
daughter Kirsty. 

Called Make ‘n’ Mend, 
the event has a vintage 
theme, promising 
everything from craft 
demonstrations (lace 
making, tatting, crochet) 
and a thrift stall (selling 
second-hand craft 
supplies) to a knit-off 
contest and a ‘make and 
take’ jewellery workshop 
for children. 

Taking place on 
Saturday, all proceeds will 
be split between the 
British Heart Foundation 
and the cardiac unit at 
Papworth Hospital, where 
Mandy ended up having 
surgery. 

“We try to raise some 


money every year - it’s our 
way of saying thank you - 
but this time we wanted to 
do something special, to 
celebrate the fact we’re a 
decade on and I’m still 
going strong,” says Mandy. 

“If you looked at my 
medical notes, you’d know 
there was something 
wrong; to meet me, you 
wouldn’t know. 

“In fact, my family and 
friends are always telling 
me off for doing too 
much: they say I’m like a 
hamster in a wheel -1 just 
keep on going!” 

Mandy fell ill about six 
months before the heart 
attack. Then a self- 
employed painter and 
decorator, she was also 
busy being mum to her 
daughters, Kirsty, then 14, 
and Bronte, then 9. 

“About six months 
earlier I started feeling 
really tired, a different 
kind of tired to normal,” 
she explains. “And then,

about three months 
before, I began to get 
these really bad pains in 
my forearms. To start with, 
the doctor thought it 
might be repetitive strain, 
because of my work. 

“It reached the point 
where the pain was so 
bad, I couldn’t actually 
work any more.” 

Despite a barrage of 
tests - including scanning 
both her heart and lungs - 
medics drew a blank. And 
all the time, Mandy was 


feeling worse and worse. 

“I couldn’t even walk 
Bronte to school: I’d stand 
at the front door and wait 
for someone I knew to 
walk by, so I could ask 
them to take her. 

“I was so tired and 
weak. And the pain in my 
arms would get so bad I’d 
just have to lie down.” 

There is no history of 
heart disease in Mandy’s 
family and, being both 
young and physically fit, 
nobody suspected cardiac 


problems. 

“I didn’t have chest pain 
or breathlessness, which 
you normally associate 
with heart attack victims,” 
she says. “So when I did 
have the heart attack, it 
was a real shock.” 

Kirsty, now 24, says: 
“The main thing I 
remember from that night 
was mum saying ‘Kirsty! 
Kirsty! Get me some 
jogging bottoms!’ She was 
only in her nightie, and 
she was adamant she 
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wasn’t going to hospital like 
that. 

“She actually walked 
down the stairs and into 
the garden, but we think 
she must have had the 
heart attack as soon as she 
got into the ambulance: 
they shut the doors and 
then didn’t drive off for 
ages.” 

While the girls were 
looked after by their 
grandparents, Ian followed 
the ambulance in his own 
car. By the time he reached 
Addenbrooke’s, Mandy was 
in the crash unit - where 
she kept going into cardiac 
arrest, and was revived 22 
times. 

“When we were first 
allowed to see Mum, I 
remember her chest was all 
burnt from the shock 
pads,” Kirsty recalls. 

Mandy says: “The weird 
thing was, when I came 
round I actually felt 
brilliant - better than I had 
for ages.” 

“You didn’t look brilliant 
though,” adds Bronte, 19. 
“You were grey and you 
had these huge black 
circles round your eyes...” 

As soon as Mandy was 
stable, she was transferred 
to Papworth, where cardiac 
experts performed 
emergency surgery. It 
transpired the heart attack 
- and subsequent arrests - 
had been caused by 
blockages in three main 
blood vessels, so the 
surgeons inserted a trio of 
stents to reopen them. 

“Not only did Dad get a 
speeding ticket when he 
went to the hospital the 
first time, when he took us 
to visit we had a crash and 
the car was written off,” 
says Kirsty. “We stalled at a 
junction and another car 
came straight into us; we 
were spun round 360 
degrees. 

“Dad made us promise 
not to tell Mum what had 
happened, but she took 
one look at our white faces 


and knew something 
serious was up. 

“Honestly, it was one 
thing after die other. We 
then went home to get 
some of Mum’s things and 
found that one of our dogs, 
a Staffie, had literally eaten 
the house while we’d been 
gone. He’d put away 15 
fairy cakes, ripped the sofa 
to bits, chewed up the 
kettle - actually chewed 
the metal...” 

After six days in hospital, 
Mandy was allowed home. 
Doctors warned she would 
feel very weak - and that it 
might take a year for her 
health to recover. 

“That’s how long it did 
take, to be honest,” she 
says. “I had to use a 
mobility scooter for quite a 
long time. I didn’t like it 
much - I’m such an active 
person - but it was a 
necessity.” 

In the wake of her op, 
performed in the 
November of 2001, Mandy 
developed palpitations so 
severe they shook her 
whole body. “I couldn’t 
even hold a cup of tea: I’d 
sit there and my whole 
body was going ‘boomp, 
boomp’.” 

More surgery - to sear 
apparently over-active 
nodes in her heart - 
followed. Little by little, 
Mandy’s strength began to 
return. And then, almost 
exactly a year after her 
heart attack, the horribly 
familiar pains returned to 
her forearms. 

“We were almost out the 
door on the way to school,” 
remembers Bronte. “Mum 
suddenly sat down on the 
sofa and said ‘Call an 
ambulance’, which I did. It 
turned out to be an angina 
attack, but it was really 
scary. 

“For a long time after 
that, I didn’t want to leave 
Mum’s side at all, not even 
to go to school. It’s only 
recently, almost 10 years 
on, that I’ve been OK about 


staying away from her 
overnight.” 

On various medications, 
Mandy’s condition finally 
improved and she was able 
to return to work. Always 
very artistic, she began 
painting collectable 
soldiers at home, then 
went on to get a full-time 
job at a craft outlet. Her 
mum and both the girls 
also got jobs with the same 
company. 

“We were all made 
redundant on Christmas 
Eve 2004, by fax,” explains 
Kirsty. “I have never 
wanted to hurt a fax 
machine so much... As 
you can imagine, that was 
a joyful Christmas.” 

And, as soon as Mandy 
got better, Ian suffered a 
major seizure and was 
diagnosed with epilepsy, 
possibly the legacy of a 
motorbike accident he had 
as a youngster. 

“So many things have 
happened to us,” says 
Kirsty. “But we’re not the 
kind of family to dwell on 
things or get down - you’d 
never get anywhere like 
that.” 

Mandy now runs Craft 
Corner at Melbourn’s 
Phillimore Garden Centre 
with Kirsty and the pair say 
business is booming. 
Selling all kinds of craft 
materials - from paper, 
card and stamps, to beads, 
ribbons, wool and quilting 
fabrics - they have a loyal 
and fast-growing clientele. 

“People have already 
been so supportive of our 
Make ‘n’ Mend event, 
making things for us to 
raffle and that kind of 
thing,” Mandy says. “We’re 
hoping to raise at least 
£200, £100 for each of the 
good causes. 

“I know I’ve been ill, but 
I don’t focus on that. I focus 
on how lucky I am and how 
many good filings I have in 
my life: I think that’s the 
best way to be.”

OAR died after fall on 
his way I 


A PENSIONER 
broke his spine 
and died after he 
fell from a gate 
as he took a 
shortcut home 
from his local 
pub. 

Maurice Bailey, 
78, was walking 
home with his 
partner Rita Halli- 
day after a trip to 
The Three Black¬ 
birds pub, in 
Woodditton, near 
Newmarket, on 
April 8. 

But when the 
retired carpenter 
tried to climb over 
a gate his leg 
became trapped 
and he suffered a 
broken spine after 
falling to the 
ground. 

Devastated Ms 
Halliday, his 
partner for the past 
10 years, tried to 
revive him at the 
scene before 
rushing to a nearby 


house to call 
paramedics. 

An ambulance 
crew managed to 
revive Mr Bailey on 
the way to hospital 
but he lost 
consciousness 
again and was 
placed on a life- 
support machine. 

At 8.20pm his 
relatives took the 
decision to switch 
the machine off, 
Huntingdon Coro¬ 
ner’s Court heard. 

Passing a verdict 
of accidental death, 
coroner David 
Morris said: “It was 
the damage caused 
to the spine that 
was a result of the 
fall that led to his 
death.” 

In 1992 Mr 
Bailey, of Little 
Ditton, formed the 
Kirtling Carpet 
Bowls Club and 
started an annual 
charity tourn¬ 
ament, raising 
thousands.

Cinema listings 



BASED on the graphic novel by 
Scott Mitchell Rosenberg, 

Cowboys & Aliens is a rootin’ 
tootin’ action adventure that melds 
the western and science fiction 
with a blitzkrieg of CGI. 

It’s a curious juxtaposition - 
pistols and laser guns - and some 
elements of Jon Favreau’s 
entertaining film don’t gel. 

While Harrison Ford possesses 
the weariness of a man who could 
conceivably have kicked up his 
spurs in 1870s New Mexico, co- 
star Daniel Craig swaggers around 
in figure-hugging leather chaps 
and a shirt unbuttoned to the navel 
like James Bond at a fancy dress 
party. 

We’re not remotely surprised that 
he opens the film by disabling 
three bandits on horseback. 

Nor do we bat an eyelid when his 
character out-canters an alien 
spaceship along a canyon ridge 
and leaps from the turbo-charged 
nag onto the otherworldly craft. 
Preposterousness aside, Cowboys 
& Aliens gallops along at a fair lick 
and director Favreau orchestrates 


the set pieces with aplomb, 
keeping our adrenaline pumping 
as the 19th century heroes use 
their primitive weapons against 
hordes of predators. 

Jake Lonergan (Craig) wakes in 
the desert with a gunshot wound, 
a large metal bracelet on his wrist 
and no memory of what went 
before. He struts into town and is 
unmasked as a killer with a 
sizeable bounty on his head. 
Arrested and bound for prison 
alongside Percy Dolarhyde (Paul 
Dano), Jake makes his escape 
from the prison coach during a 
devastating attack by 
extraterrestrial craft. 

Percy is abducted and the boy’s 
powerful father, Woodrow 
(Harrison Ford), vows to rescue 


his son. He press gangs Jake into 
accompanying his posse. 

Beautiful cowgirl Ella Swenson 
(Olivia Wilde), publican Doc (Sam 
Rockwell) and a fatherless boy 
called Emmett (Noah Taylor) join 
the hunt for the aliens. 

Craig exudes the same amount of 
charisma as the wooden scenery 
but he is a brooding presence and 
the camera sensibly focuses on 
his chest and posterior. 

Ford provides fleeting comic relief 
and also pockets the film’s best 
emotional scene, sharing a tender 
moment with a Native American in 
his posse. 

Wilde’s feisty femme is unable to 
generate any sexual chemistry 
with Craig, so she is gifted a 
pivotal role in the final showdown.

Lining up 

seaside 

specials 


G OING to the seaside is 
such an uplifting 
experience, with the huge 
expanses of blue water, sandy 
beaches and open-air pursuits. 

Many people return home with dreams 
of living on the coast, but for gardeners it 
can bring a glut of problems, thanks to 
sea spray and strong winds. 

Windbreaks are essential, along with a 
variety of plants which will withstand the 
constant salt spray, sandy soils and 
drying wind. 

Yet if you choose carefully, your 
coastal garden can come into its own in 
summer, taking advantage of the fact that 
you’re unlikely to suffer the frosts of 
inland regions, thanks to the sea’s 
moderating influence on temperature. 

The seaside garden can be a place for 
bright, loud colour - whites, sizzling 
oranges, vivid cerises and shocking 
pinks. Calendulas, eschscholzias, 
mesembryanthemums and other annuals 
grow vigorously and seed freely in 
gravel. Use materials which match the 
setting - pebbles, driftwood, shells are all 
ideal partners for plants which can take a 
coastal hammering.

Coastal gardens don’t have much 
green but tend to concentrate on different 
shapes and textures. Foliage is usually 
silver, grey and blue, which contrasts 
well with zingy flower colours. Agaves 
and other exotic looking plants can do 
well in pots in the mild climate of seaside 
gardens. 

There are many plants which are tough 
enough to withstand all that salt spray 
and sea breeze can throw at them, but as 
a rule of thumb you will find that those 
with tough, leathery leaves as well as 
spiny and hairy plants should have more 
resistance to drying winds. 

Silver foliage shrubs and perennials 
such as the sun-loving Lavandula

angustifolia, Brachyglottis ‘Sunshine’ 
and Helichrysum italicum provide soft, 
silver mounds of foliage and can be 
trimmed back after flowering in summer 
and again in early spring to keep them in 
shape. 

Rosemary and sage also look good 
with silver foliage perennials in the 
seaside garden, while cistus and 
helianthemums do well if sheltered from 
salt winds. Patio pots are best filled with 
drought-resistant sun-lovers such as 
pelargoniums and gazanias in bold 
colours. 

The first job is to make an effective 
windbreak, preferably from a natural 
source, such as a hedge or wind-filtering 
barrier of trees or shrubs which are of 
good depth, preferably planted in two or 
more staggered rows. Good species for 
this job include pine, alder, hawthorn and 
hornbeam. 

Elaeagnus x ebbingei, an evergreen 


with dark green leaves with silver 
undersides, will grow quickly to 3m 
(10ft), providing a substantial windbreak 
grown as a hedge or free-growing shrub. 

Escallonias are also fantastic shrubs 
for seaside gardens, with their attractive 
white, pink or red flowers produced from 
late spring to early autumn. 

Alternatively, you could go for a 
fence-like windbreak such as woven 
wattle or willow hurdles, which are 
available from garden centres or local 
craftsmen. 

Have a look in the classified sections 
of any of the gardening magazines and 
you should find what you want. Once 
you have a sheltered garden, that widens 
the choice of plants you will be able to 
grow there. 

Before you start, test your soil. Many 
seaside gardens are high in alkaline 
because of the high calcium content of 
crushed sea shells. If you have alkaline 


soil, don’t plant lime-haters such as 
rhododendron or azalea, because they 
won’t do well. 

If your soil is sandy, beef it up with 
some organic matter to retain moisture 
and add nutrients. Once you have done 
this, mulch the area with compost or 
chipped bark to keep in the moisture. 

Walk around the area and make a note 
of the plants which are thriving in 
neighbouring gardens, so you know what 
would do well in yours. 

Plants which may be suitable for your 
seaside garden include eryngium (sea 
holly), echinops (globe thistle), 
crocosmia, sedum and heuchera, with a 
mix of shrubs and climbers including 
buddleia, berberis, broom, ceanothus, 
escallonia, hebe, weigela and lavatera. 

Make the most of rock plants such as 
Armeria maritima, aubrieta, dianthus 
alpinus, phlox subulata, stachys and Iris 
pumila.
